The branch part has a plurality of branches with 
four guiding slits that create a cross-shaped space and a spacer movably arranged inside the cage 
having a head portion formed as a cross-shaped protrusion and a base portion formed as a disc 
with a diameter larger than the diameter of the head portion.
